Life with low power Amateur Radio—QRP by Norm, WA4ZXV 


Another episode of Life with low power Amateur Radio, QRP. The last Sunday in July is FOBB. Flight of the 
Bumble Bees. This contest is put on by the Adventure Radio Society http://adventure-radio.org/wiki/index.php? 
title=Flight_of the Bumblebees . It’s a 4 hour contest where each station is assigned a Bee Number and the Bees 
try to contact each other. This year there were 244 Bees. These are scattered all over the US, Canada and a few 
global stations. Needless to say the Bee part is the low level signal generated by the low power CW signals. In 
Gwinnett County, a small group (AD4S, N4EWT, WA4ZXV) operated out of Dacula. We put up two W3EDP 
antennas. One end of an 88 ft wire connected to the radio and the otherend jam = . — ~ 
up almost vertical in tall trees. A 17 ft counterpoise is added to the ground 

side. One station was under a gazebo and the other in a travel trailer. We 

operated Bee # 1 as N4EWT and #63 as NQ4RP, one of the NoGaQRP club 

calls. 


For those of you that vision a ham radio outing as GARS Field Day, believe 
me it doesn’t have to be that extravagant. We had two small radios. 2 tables, 
2 very light antennas, 2 small batteries, chairs and wasp spray. We used a 
foot pump and a pneumatic launcher to get string and wire up in the trees.

The wire was 22 or 24 gauge. No coax. For peripherals we had two coolers. 
Sure we had spares of most everything, but we really didn’t need them. 


At 1:00 local we started the contest. I worked three or four contacts on 20 

meters then handed it over to Pickett, AD4S who added a few. At the half- 

way point, we changed bands with Newt, N4EWT. At that point we were 

working 40 meters and it was slow picking. We cranked down the power to 

work Newt just across the lot, and forgot to turn it back up. So we worked 

the last hour or so with half a watt or maybe less. Just after 4:30 the sky 

clouded up and the lightning started. We disconnected from the antennas and 

waited out the rain. Rain stopped by 5:00 and we congratulated ourselves for about 30 minutes then pulled the 
wires down, loaded the cars and went home.

The Hurricane Watch Net is currently looking for amateur radio operators that are located in hurricane prone areas 
to become part of a database of “Official Reporting Stations”. 


One of the functions of HWN is to provide on the ground, real-time weather data to the forecasters at the National Hur- 
ricane Center in Miami, FL. HWN gets this weather data from amateur radio operators (reporting stations) who volun- 
teer their time to monitor data from their calibrated home weather stations and report that data to HWN via our net 
that operates on 14.325 MHz, so you must be able to legally transmit on that frequency to participate. Should you not 
own a home weather station, HWN will still take your observed weather data. 


HWN welcomes reports from ALL stations — we depend on your participation! A benefit of registering in the database is 
[that] HWN will notify you of upcoming net activations should you be located in the affected area of a storm. If you are

Unfortu- 
nately, the report says, “Folsom doesn’t really use the radio...She’s only chimed in 
once, when the radio club asked for a roll call. For her, the Extra Class License exam 
was a way ‘to see if I could still think.” C’mon, guys, get this lady on the air. 


Retransmission dates back to Apollo 11 days. For more than 30 years, 
this group of amateur radio operators, calling themselves Launch Information Ser- 


vice and Amateur Television System, have been relaying the NASA Mission Control 
audio, making it accessible to anyone with a radio. 


Kids launch questions into space to connect with U.S. astronaut. Students at the University of Al- 
berta’s Space Camp make contact with the Space Station.

SOLAR NEWS 


Quoting from K7RA: 


Sunspot activity dipped over this past week, but now it on its way back up. On July 20, five sunspot 
groups were visible, but on July 21, only groups 1251, 1254 and 1259 remained. On July 24, new 
sunspot group 1260 appeared, and the next day, 1251 disappeared. On July 26, groups 1254 and 
1259 went away, and new sunspot group 1261 arrived. The next day, another new group -- 1262 -- 
appeared, and on July 28, two new sunspot groups -- 1263 and 1264 -- appeared. On July 28, the 
total area of visible sunspots was greater than it has been since the end of May. 


The latest forecast for solar activity has been revised from what was reported in this week’s ARRL 
Letter. The forecast shows predicted solar flux at 110 on July 29-August 4, 100 on August 5, 95 on 
August 6-7, 98 on August 8 and 100 on August 9-16. It also shows the planetary A index at 5 on July 
29-30, 12 on July 31-August 1, 7 on August 2, 5 on August 3-4, followed by 12 again on August 5-7, 8 
on August 8-11. Geophysical Institute Prague predicts quiet conditions on July 29, quiet to unsettled 
July 30, unsettled July 31 and August 1, then quiet to unsettled August 2 and quiet again on August 


3-4. 


Kent Reinke, KL1V, reports some interesting VHF propagation on Thursday, July 28: “I live in Val- 
dez, Alaska, and today I had a very strange opening while I was driving home from Dawson City, 
Yukon, Canada. I was 30 miles northwest of Tok, Alaska on the “Top of the world highway,” and 
while trying to pick up a local FM station from Tok, I was surprised to hear several stations full qui- 
eting with slow fade. After listening to them a few minutes, I found out they were all from Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, Canada, which is a distance of about 1235 miles. There are several mountain ranges 
between where I was and Edmonton. Between the fades, the stations sounded like I was in Down- 
town Edmonton. I only had my 2 meter radio with a mag mount antenna, but I did try a few calls on 
146.52 simplex, but no one heard me. The opening lasted 45 minutes and I was not sure if it was 
ducting or sporadic-E. Next time I will have the 6 meter along,”
